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"Van  Gogh  sought  his  own  self  all  his  life,  with  a  strange  energy  and 
determination.  And  he  did  not  commit  suicide  in  a  fit  of  madness,  in  the 
terror  of  being  unsuccessful,  but  on  the  contrary  he  had  just  succeeded  and 
had  just  discovered  what  he  was  and  who  he  was,  when  the  general  con- 
sciousness of  society,  in  order  to  punish  him  for  having  torn  himself  away 
from  it,  suicided  him. 

"And  thus  it  is  that  Van  Gogh  died  suicided,  because  it  was  the  whole 
concerted  consciousness  which  couldn't  bear  him  any  longer.  For  though 
there  was  neither  mind  nor  soul  nor  consciousness  nor  thought,  there  was 
fulminate— ripe  volcano— shudder-stone— patience— bubo— cooked  tumor— 
and  the  sores  of  a  flayed  man. 

"In  the  face  of  a  mankind  of  cowardly  monkeys  and  wet  dogs,  Van 
Gogh's  painting  will  prove  to  have  been  that  of  a  time  when  there  was  no 
soul,  no  mind,  no  consciousness,  no  thought,  nothing  but  raw  elements 
alternately  enchained  and  unchained. 

"Landscapes  of  strong  convulsions,  of  insane  traumatisms,  as  of  a  body 
in  which  fever  is  working  in  order  to  restore  it  to  exact  health.  The  body 
beneath  the  skin  is  an  overheated  factory— and  outside— the  sick  man 
gleams— he  shines  from  all  his  pores— which  have  burst.  Thus  a  Van  Gogh 
landscape  at  noon.  Only  perpetual  war  explains  a  peace  which  is  merely

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IT  SAYS  HERE  IN  PRINT:  American  culture,  noted  for  the  short  shrift  it  gives  to  tradition, 
noted  as  well  for  outbursts  of  gusty  idealism,  has  puzzled  its  observers.  Why  does  such  a  culture 
enshrine  as  a  national  symbol  an  aged,  complex  technical  document— the  Constitution?  No  such 
vague  and  stirring  symbol  as  the  British  monarchy.  No  warm  home-sense  of  le  Beau  Pays.  A  docu- 
ment. There  is  some  speculation  that  American  society,  often  on  the  ostensible  verge  of  coming 
apart  at  the  seams,  needs  the  security  of  lines  that  can  be  scanned  with  a  finger,  and  the  finality 
of  the  assertion— "it  says  here  in  print."  So  as  a  reminder  that  nothing  human,  in  print  or  other- 
wise, is  final;  that  security  lies  beyond  the  grave,  we  present  in  this  Folio  three  discussions  on 
constitutional  law.  Wednesday,  January  6th,  at  7:40  and  8:30  p.m.;  and  Thursday,  January  7th, 
at  8:05  p.m. 

ON  THE  CONVIVIAL:  On  New  Year's  eve  we  begin  a  series  of  weekly  broadcasts  of  comic 
operas,  beginning,  appropriately  enough  for  the  spirit  of  the  occasion,  with  Johann  Strauss' 
glorification  of  conviviality  "Die  Fledermaus,"  and  continuing  on  January  7  with  Hugo  Wolf's 
"Der  Corregidor."  This  was  the  only  opera  composed  by  Vienna's  brilliant,  erratic  song- 
composer;  the  libretto  is  based  on  Alarcon's  novel  "El  Sombrero  de  Tres  Picos"  from  which  we 
also  have  Manuel  de  Falla's  popular  ballet  "The  Three-Cornered  Hat." 

THE  CLARINET:  With  his  Folio  we  begin  a  bi-weekly  survey  of  music  for  clarinet.  William 
O.  Smith,  clarinetist  and  composer,  is  a  member  of  the  Music  Department  of  the  University  of 
California;  he  has  just  returned  from  two  years  of  study  in  Paris  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Ladd  Prix  de  Paris.  During  this  series  Mr.  Smith  will  be  assisted  by  a  number  of  well-known 
Bay  Area  instrumentalists  in  a  presentation  of  sonatas  and  chamber  works  for  clarinet.  He  will 
also  appear  shortly  on  a  "Meet  the  Composer"  broadcast  to  discuss  and  perform  some  of  his 
own  recent  compositions.  First  program— Tuesday,  January  5th,  8:05  p.m.
